get your start in 

animation? 

_ 1 was really born into 
dt. As you know, my 





dad drew Felix during 
the 40's, 50's and 60's, and I 
remember as a kid, I had a little 
drawing board next to his art 
table where I 














would draw right along with him. 
Before my dad passed away, he 
asked if I would continue to draw 
Felix, and of course, I have. 


When and how was Felix 
developed? 

Felix started as a silent cartoon 
star in the early 1920's with Otto 
Messmer and Pat Sullivan. My 
dad, Joe Oriolo carried Felix into 
the 1940s and through the 1960s. 
I've had the pleasure of working 
with him since the 1970s. 


How has the character evolved 
over the decades and which style 
is your favorite? 
Felix has had many different looks 
during the years as you can see in 
our limited edition, Felix Time 
Line. I love the way all of them 
look, but I really enjoy drawing 
the Felix of the 60s and the 90s 
because he has more rounded fea- 
tures which makes him really fun 
to draw. 


Tell us about Felix's voice and 
the origins of that famous 
“Righty-O!” 

Well, my dad worked real 

closely with Pat Sullivan who 
was from Australia and always 
said “Righty-O!” Everybody loved 
it, especially my dad, so it became 

Felix’s trademark line. Jack 


Mercer was the voice of Felix, but 
as far as background voices, my 
brother and I did most of them. 
We'd sit and record them in the 
hallway of the animation studio. 


What’s the story behind Felix’s 
Magic bag? 

In Felix’s early days, his ears and 
tail used to turn into a variety of 
objects he used to get out of his 
fixes. My dad thought the magic 
bag was a fun and colorful way to 
have Felix continue that magic. 


What are your thoughts about the 
animation industry today and what 
do you think about computer gen- 
erated animation? 

The impact of computer generated 
animation hasn’t been felt as it is 
going to be felt in the future. The 
hand-painted cels are becoming 
more and more rare as more ani- 
mators learn computers. As more 
artists become familiar with the 
computer and use it for animating, 
the better the quality of the prod- 
uct and the less need for hand 
painted cels.
